The East End of the West End 


The East End ain’t the same 
anymore. In the last five years, 
construction of new office 
buildings has irrevocably 
altered the character of the 
neighborhood for its residents, 
and not for the better. 

There is a finger of land 
zoned for residential occupan- 
cy between Virginia Ave. and 
F St., running east from 23rd 
St. and Columbia Plaza to 
19th St. — the East End of the 
West End. On the National 
Capitol Planning Commis- 
sion’s planning map, F St. 
marks the northern limit of the 
residential zone and the 
southern boundary of The 
George Washington Universi- 
ty campus territory. Not- 
withstanding this seeming 
restriction, there are .two 
GWU dormitories south of F 
St. on 19th. There are two 
townhouses on F St. — one 
the big imposing Bacon Man- 
sion at the northwest corner of 
18th and F Sts. and the other 
between 19th and 20th — the 
townhouse of Mrs. Jouett 
Shouse, well known as the 
benefactor of Wolf Trap. 
Since Mrs. Bacon died a few 
years ago, the mansion seems 
to be occupied only by a 
caretaker and the dormitories 
are for transient students; so 
in effect, Mrs. Shouse is the 
easternmost permanent resi-

dent of the Foggy Bottom — 
the West End, (unless you con- 
sider the President of the 
United States in his house, The 
White House, to be a Foggy 
Bottom resident). 

There are two highrise eight- 
story a partments houses on 
20th St. — The Empire, 2000 
F St., and The York, 532 20th 
St. These contain the eastern- 
most permanent residents of 


Foggy Bottom in any signifi- ` 


cant numbers. These residents 
are almost surrounded by an 
alphabet soup of office 
buildings — on the north, 
east, and south. These are the 
GSA, the OPM, the WHO,

However, in con- 
junction with the Carriage House and interested citizens, both 
the ANC and WCTC requested the BZA to place in their order 
language stating that the proposed variance would have no 
precedential value for future development on the site; that the 
underlying residential zoning shall remain in effect and all ex- 
isting controls in the Zoning Regulations on non-conforming 
uses and structures shall govern the building and use.

Potomac Plaza Cited in 
Building Study

Potomac Plaza Apartments, 
at 2475 Virginia Ave., N.W., 
has been designated by the 
curator of the Smithsonian for 
inclusion in a projected 
historical and architectural 
study of the most noteworthy 
apartment houses in 
Washington. The study, being 
conducted by James M. 
Goode, will culminate in a 
500-page volume entitled Best 
Addresses: a Century of 
Washington’s Distinguished 
Apartment Houses, 
1880-1980. 


It will be published in 1985 
by the Smithsonian Institution 
Press, as were Mr. Goode’s 
earlier works, Capital Losses: 
a Cultural History of 
Washington’s Destroyed 
Buildings (1979) and The Out- 
door Sculpture of 
Washington, D.C., a Com- 
prehensive Historical Guide 
(1974). Photographs of ex- 
terior views as well as of 
aesthetically significant in- 
dividual apartments will il- 
lustrate the text of the new 
book.

There was an open parking 
space on the east side of 20th 
St. between E and F Sts. 
behind the National Associa- 
tion of Life Underwriters 
(NALU) building. And on the 
east side of 20th St., on the 
south side of H St., there was 
a parking lot for IMF 
employees next to the Western 
Presbyterian Church.

An estimated one in 20 
adults and three in 20 children 
unconsciously grind their teeth 
It is the sound of 
bruxism.
